In many ot the savage tribes still 
extant in Africa and other countries, 
marriage is a function in which the 
parents of the young men and young 
women are even more conoerned than 
the young people themselves. 

In some tribes the father sells the 
bride for so many head of cattle. The 
bridegroom is supposed to pay for his 
wife. In other tribes it is the bride 
groom who receives the dowry, wheth- 
er it be in cattle, land, or other valu- 
ables. 

These customs in a modified and 
more civilized form persist in many 
countries of Europe. The French par- 
ents give away their children in mar- 
riage, or at least until recently they 
did give them away. That is, the par- 
ents arranged the match, or if they did 
not actually arrange it they helped 
along the match they thought desirable 
and discouraged the match they 
thought undesirable. 
, — 

Of course, we look down upon such 
methods. We let the girl choose her 
young man and let the man choose the 
girl. Responsibility of the parent be- 
gins and ends right there in many 
cases. 

The statement of Dr. Katherine Be- 
ment Davis on her inquiry into the 
happiness or unheppiriess of married 
life in America indicates clearly -that 


our young boys and young girls go into 


marriage most inadequately prepa 
for its duties and the necessary adj 
ments: The difficulties of adjustment 
in sex relationship comes second on the 
Ust of reasons for unhappiness in mar- 
ried life by the women who answered 
the Rockefeller questionnaire.
